The one fear actually betrays 
a lack of faith in the eternal 
truth of communism. The other 
fear sometimes seems to reveal 
an overestimation of its real 
power. 
Confusing this fundamental 
distinction between the Soviet 
Union and the United States is 
the fact that intermixed with the 
fears of both and underlying the 
policies 
of 
both 
are 
certain 
c o n s i d e r a t i o n s 
of 
national 
security, which are the same for 
Russia today as they were when 
th e 
M o n r o e 
Doctrine 
was 
promulgated. 
Thus the "moral myopia,” as 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
calls it 
of those who see no 
d i f f e r e n c e 
betw een 
Russia 
s e n d i n g 
t r o o p s 
i n t o 
Czechoslovakia and the United 
States sending troops into the 
Dominican Republic, or Russia 
intervening 
in 
Hungary 
and 
America intervening in Vietnam. 
The cry of demonstrators in 
P r a g u e R u s s i a n s 
o u t 
of 


Uzechoslovakia, Americans out 
of Vietnam!’’-is significant. So 
also 
is 
the 
reaction 
of one 
Moscow man in the street, as 
reported by a news service: “ In 
human terms, I feel sorry for 
what is happening to the people 
there, but Czechoslovakia is our 
military outpost and we must 
defend it> That is the fate of 
small nations.” 
Were 
g o v e r n m e n t s 
n o t 
governed by fear, the United 
States could disband NATO and 
Russia 
could 
break 
up 
the 
Warsaw Pact. 
Both countries, 
confident of their own strength 
and 
the 
rightness 
of 
their 
idelogies, could announce thar 
they had no more need of allies, 
satellites or military 
outposts 
and that henceforth the only 
treaties they would make with 
other antions would be those of 
trade and nonmilitary aid. That 
aid would go not to regimes but 
to 
peoples, 
who 
would

permitted to work out their own 
destinies as they saw fit. 
Fear between nations will 
not be banished in this century. 
But if we cannot eliminate fear 
today, neither can we permit it 
to possess us, lest it blind us to

m ade 
a 
trip 
up

stopping at Ft. Osage which a 
son, N athan Boone, had a hand 
in building. 
DANIEL was widely quoted, w h i c h 
was 
even though his talk was laconic. K entucky. 
Here are tw o of the best stories: 
Asked if he was ever lost in 
the wilderness, he replied, "N o, I 
c a n ’t say as ever I was lost, but I 
was bewildered once for three 
days." 
A missionary, noting Boone 
always 
brought 
his 
rifle 
to 
church, asked, “ Why n o t leave 
y o u r 
rifle 
behind, 
Colonel 
Boone, 
when 
you 
com e 
to 
church? D o n ’t you believe the 
Holy Book of God is sufficient 
p ro tectio n ?” 
Boone parted the long rifle 
a n d 
replied, 
"Preacher 
the 
Bible’s all right and has my good 
will and respect, but it d o n ’t kill 
wild Indiaas." 
O ne of B oone’s brothers was 
killed by Indians. 
Boone was not a large 
man, about 5 feet IO inches tall, 
weighing 180 pounds; but he 
could outrun any w hite man or 
Indian, ou tsh o o t them all, trap 
beaver better than they could 
and smell trouble miles away. 
While with B raddock’s army 
in 1755 he m et a h un ter from 
K entucky whose tales of that 
state 
mesmerized 
Boone. The 
n ext year he married Rebecca 
Brayn and several years later 
entered K entucky through the 
C um berland gap and began the 
construction of B oonesborough. 
A lthough 
he 
knew som ething 
a b o u t surveying, and signed up 
f o r 
c o n s i d e r a b l e 
l a nd 
in 
K entucky, he lost o ut to land 
grabbers. 
A son*! Daniel Morgan Boone 
had already com e to Missouri 
and 
w rote his father glowing 
repots In 1795, at the age of 61, 
D a n i e l

In later years K entuckians,

Led to a platform, the station master pointed 
out the train and told the unsophistcated inductee to wait there 
for it. After a few minutes, however, the train began to pull out 
and Abner began chasing down the tracks after it In doing so, he 
fell Badly hurt, he sued the railroad company for his injuries. 
“Since I told the station master I had never seen a train 
before,” Abner complained in court, “he should have made sure I 
got on it safely.”

This is how the judge ruled 
NO! He held that if Abner had

after the train, he would have avoided the accident; that by 
running after the train, even Abner should have known that he was 
chasing trouble and, consequently, was responsible for his own 
injuries
